Barnard has referred all inquiries 
relative to proposed increases,in the 
retail price <fi ice to the communities 
in which they have arisen with the 
suggestion that they 'be worked out 
by representative citizens, who shall 
haw access to all the facts, figure* 
and records entering into the ques- 
tion.

That there should <be 'an equitable 


distribution of the source of revenue 
taken'by every ace company, if • the 
section of the' food t control law re- 
lative to "unfair practices" is to be 
respected is .another interesting fea- 
ture of the telegram which follows 
in full. 


The law department has ruled that 


the manufacture, and distribution of 
ice comes under the food control act. 
The food administration is concern- 
ed that there'should be no profiteerT 
•ing in ice and especially that the 
cost'of ice to those elements of the 
community which are.unable 'to pro- 
tect themselves, should not ibe.. in- 
creased over last year, unless ab- 
solute proof can be given by the ice 
companies as to the necessity there- 
of.

increase to the household consumer 
shall be una'de until after an investi- 
gation. ""Care should We. taken not to 
injure the dealer "by prem.ahire pub- 
lication of the proposed increased 
schedule. Your attention is, called to 
that section of the food .control- act 
in which provision is inade with re- 
gard to unfair practices and in case 
of proposed increase in price, you 
should investigate the tendency to
